RALPH WALDO 
Tlie sickness of Ralph Waldo Emerson, 


which has been reported from day to 
day, resulted fatally last evening at a lit- 
tle before ume o'clock. 
His fatal illness 


has been from the first remarkably free 
from pain, aud his death was peaceful 
and quiet. 
Ho had become unconscious 


sometime previous to the closing scene, 
and passed away while iu that condition, 
Hiirromided by his friends, 
in his owu 


house. 


Ralph Waldo Emerson is a name that 


will live in literature. He «-iia a poet of 
a high, though not the highest order, and 
came into prominence largely because of 
his connection with the reformatory move- 
ments ofliis times. The great anti-slavery 
controversy made heroes of a groat many 
men who otherwise would have lived aud 
died iu comparative obscurity. 
Though 


Emerson must not be classed m one of 
these, ho was nevertheless considerably 
indebted to the exciting discussions of 
those days for his introduction to the 
general public. But it is due chiefly to 
his poetic and literary productions that he 
will bo remembered. 
His "Essays," 


"Representative 
Men," 
"Conduct of 


Life" and other works have long wince 
entered iuto our English literature where 
they-will remain as worthy of a promi- 
nent plnce. 


Mr. Emerson was not a great philoso- 


pher, though having entered that field as 
a student and an author. 
Poets are sel- 


dom philosophers, aud iu his case we find 
no exception to the rule. Thero it; a 
tinge of the old aucient pantheism run- 
ning through all his works, which is no 
nearer the truth as an exposition of the 
universe because it is half disguised in 
melodious and pleasant sounding words. 
It is difficult indeed 
to find an ac- 


knowledged distinction between nature 
aud God in any of his discourses. 
His 


metaphysical discussion;; were pifisising, 
but never profound and seldom really 
instructive. 
They also were too poetic 


to be serious as dements of discussion. 


It has been said that his iirst. volume on 


''Nature" marked ''a new era in Ameri- 
can thought." This cun scarcely be ac- 
cepted as correct, though it is true that 
he succeeded iu putting old thoughts into 
new forms, and by his felicity of expres- 
sion making that which 
was repulsive
